Sufficient details have now been released for publica- 
tion of the new types of aeroplane now in production at 
the works of the British aircraft industry to indicate, ih 
part at least, the new equipment of the Royal Air Force. 

Since they came into prominence in the Spring of 
1940, both the HURRICANE and SPITFIRE have been im- 
proved to give even higher performance. A more power- 
ful Rolls-Royce Merlin engine is installed which develops 
some 1,250 horse-power. 


The later Hurricane is 
filted with ‘“stressed-skin” 
metal-covered wings, while 
the Spitfire, in the Mark III 
version, has had 22 inches 
taken off each end of the

On the con- 
trary, the news that Wash- 
ington is at present studying 
the advisability of imposing 
further economic sanctions 
against Japan and also in- 
vestigating possible methods

Mr, Justice Humphreys at Kent 
Assizes recently. 

“T should think that in 99 per 
cent of casey pleas of guilty are 
made, and no question of law or 
of human interest Js involved. 

“Those cases might well be dis- 
/pused of by magistrates at police 
courts or by Quarter Sessions.” 

Of 22 cases in the Assize calen 
dar ten were Indictments for 
bigamy, the majority of the alleged 
offenders being serving soldiers. 

Two oflenders ang their sentences 
werei— - 

Albert Hunt, 34, soldier—four 
months' imprisonment ; and. 

Albert Edward Restall, 26. soldier 

-three months. 

Hunt was married tn 1926, and 
four years later his wife obtained 
a separation, In 1934, posing as 
single and using the name of 
Laurence. he bigamously married 
Miss Mabel Fuller at Tunbridge 
Wells. ,
